A Son of 
Genetal PetrafCh arrived aifo at Vienna fays, that 
Licutenant Colonel Pfefferkorn, who was detach’d 
with 300 Men to Novi-Paflara, was attack'd on the 
Road by feveral Thoufand Turks, and cut in Pieces 
with all his Men. ‘They have Letters from the 
Turkifh Frontiers which fay, that the Grand Vizier's 
Army is nearer to the Grand Army of the Impe- 
rialitts, than cto that of General Munich, and that 
he feems more inclin’d to turn his Force againg the 
Germans than againft the Ruflians: And ‘tis morc- 
over faid, that Count Munich has wrote to Count 
Seckendorf, that he has certain Intelligence that the 
Turks have a Defign to make their greaiet Efforts 
againft the Imperial Army. 

They write from Nimirow, that the Grand Seig- 

nior’s Plenipotentiaries arrived there the rgth uf. 

O. S. with above 400 Perfons in their Retinue; and 

after having had all the Honouts paid them byGe- 

neral Mier that were due to their Rank, and been 

very fplerdidly entertained at Dinner, were con- 
ducted without the Town to ftveral Tents ereGted 
over-againft thofe of the Emperor's Plenipoteariary 
Tahlman ; and that next Day the faid General 
treated the German and Ruffian Plenipotentiariecs, 
after which he paid a Vifit to tho’ of Turky.

Mountains. They add, That the Coflacks and Cal- 
mucks Wad brought above 50,coo Camels, Oxen, 
Horfes, &c. to the Camp. 

Thofe from Paris mention the Death and Inter- 
ment of M. Paris, a Counfellor of the Parliament, 
and Brother to the late Abbe Paris, whofe Memory 
the Counfellor Montgeron lately endeavoured ro 
blaxon, by giving the Appellation of Miracles to 
a great many Fats, true or falfe; which in- 
ftead of recommending him to Bedlam, have pre- 
ferred him dire@tly to the Baftille, where he yery 
quietly hugs his Chain, and thinks himfelf a crue 
Confefior for the Caufe, for which he would with to 
dic a Martyr : Yet he does not forget that he is a 
Member of Parliament, and conftantly refufes to an- 
fwer M. Herault, Lieutenant of the Police, who has 
been feveral Times at the Baftille, to examine him 
in the King’s Name ; but he pretends, that being a 
Member of Parliament he ought to acknowledge 
no other Jurifdi€tion, and therefare nothing more 
will be done, than to keep him a Prifoner ; tho’ 
he is offer'd his Liberty, and Leave to retire to his 
Eftate, if he will refign his Poft. The Janfenifts have 
the Front to compare this Counfellor, whofe Family- 
Name is Carre or Square, to St. Quadratus the Bi- 
fhop, who prefented the Emperor Aurelian with a 
Defenfe of the Miracles of Jefus Chrift, wherein he 
exclaimed againft the Perfecution chat was carry'd on 
again the Chriftians.
